In the Hifory of Felictias, the Martyr, 
And her Seven Children. 

AMONG all the female fex. whoare cen- 
didates forthe admiration of pofterity, the 
lady whofe hiftory I now offer is among the 
foremott. 

In thofe early perinds, when our rel ‘gion 
was but thinly, difeminated throvgi the 
world; when the tvrant frowned, ihe g'b- 
bet threatened, and all the laws of everv 
country feemed armed with vengeance to 
oppofe ir, then, bravely to affert the caufe 
of chrftianity might dignifv the gpreateft he- 
ro; but how much greater is the praife. 
when a FEEBLE woman boldly afferts ber 
mafter’s.caufe and fur his fake, gives up te 
the executioner, not only her own perfon, 
but the perfoas of her feven fons, all remark- 
able for their courage, fidelity, beaucy, and 
unerring virtue. 

Felicitas was born at Rome, in the reign 
of Trajan the ewp-ror, at a time when the 
general perfecution againft the Chriftians 
was beginning to fublide, This interval of 
re*tw CQurittianity ferved-to tpread its doc- 
trines, and invigorate its prufe ff rs for any 
future contingent calamity. Felicitas was 
the daughter of a Roman fenator, who had 
been formerly converted himfelf, and gave 
all his familya Chriftian education: gut this 
daughter in particular engaged his greatett 
attent‘on, She was the child of his age, & 
the o' ject, next to heaven, of his peculiar 
care. She was equally remarkable for fenfe 
and besurv, and fhe added virtue to both, 
which fioifhes the piure, She was fought 
f.r in matriage by perfons of the greateft e- 
minence then io the Roman empire, and at 

}.tt made choice of one, who was equally zea- 
“ Jous in the caufe of Chriftianity with her- 
felf. -Tiris couple lived together with the 
vtmoh harmony for feveral years, and had 
feven chiidren; all fons, who were early 
Gioftru&ed in the principles of their parents. 

The father, however, dying, and Adrian 

pieending the throne, the fons, in order to 

fuppor the honor of the family, and with 
” the cdufent of the mother, went to the Ro- 
gran army, which was emploved in ftop- 
ing the incurfions of the Parthians and 
rfians, who now began to invade the em- 

ire. 7 

Upon their arrival at che army, and being 
dretied in the uniform, Adrian, in review- 
ing histroops, was particularly ftruck with 
the exquifite form of the eldeft as he paffed 
~2~e my, but his pleafure increafed, when he 

\ faw fix more, all of whom he knew by their 
_  “Baces, were brothers, He therefore demand- 
2S ed who they were, and: being iuformed, 
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made Jarmarius, the eldeft the tribune of his 
cohort, and gave each ofthe seft, dome fub. 
ordinate poftsin his army. “The corfidence 
be repofed in them was by no means difplac- 
ed, not even the oldeft of€ cers hhewed more 
complacency in gampy.@ mipfe bravery in 
thé-day of bartié. In their own example 
they revived wue military glory, and taught 
Rome to behold the fpirit of ancient intre- 
pidity not entirely extingaifhed. The very 
name of Januatius, grew terr ble to the ene 
my, and yet the merciful manner, in which 
he treated them when fubdued, and his giv- 
ng them their liberry, on condition of their 
‘urning Chriftians, attraéted their love, re- 
ipe€&tand efteem. In this manner they con- 
rnued to fight the battles of their couniry 
for feveral years, whilft every meffenger 
ought to Rome fome new accounts of their 
generofity, their courage, and the wounds 
they hed received or gwen, Their country 
was pleafed, and pratted their merit; but 
thiefly their mother, though now grown old, 
thought hetielf happy. She received the 
ews of their victories with pleafure, and 
thanked heaven that gave her an opportunity 
f bringing into the world, fo many heroes 
far the defence of their declining country. 
Upon Adrian’s return, after conquering the 
enemy, 2 triumph was decreed him by the fe- 
nate, and he entered Rome in the wfual fo- 
lemnities, with his whole army, and the 
captives and {poils taken from the enemy ; 
but in the whole army, none were more re- 
markable. than the feven brothers, all exact- 
ly cloathed alike in a fimilar armour and all 
covered over with the wounds they had re- 
ceived in feveral years hard campaigns, 

The acclamations of the people were loud- 
eft wherever thev pafied by, whilft they 
moved forward with modeft down-caft looks, 
and at laft went to pay thofe duties which 
they longed to pay to their mother. . ‘They 
continued in Rome for fome years, and 
though they had been long bred foldiers, yet 
a. military life only ferved to encreate their 
love for Cliriftianity, being (if poffible) ra- 
ther more remarkable for their piety than 
their valour, It was in the reign of Mar- 
cus Aurelius, that a new perfecution com- 
menced againft Chriftians of every denomi- 
nation: neither fex, age,@ignity, nor fur- 
mer fervices were remembered, but all were 
inditcriminately dragged to execution, and 
tuffered all the punifhments that barbarons 
fuperitition, or miftaken zeal conld infl.@. 
Among the number, who wert accufed of 
being Chriftians, were Felicitas, the matron, 
aud her feven fons, The idolatrous price fts, 
had long been incenfed at the nuinbers which 
were converted to Chiriftianity by their influ- 
ence, argunicots, and example. They com- 
plained to the emperor, then at Rome, re- 
prefenting her and her fons as {o many im- 
placable cacmies to the gods of Rome, and 
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alluring. bim that the fecurity of bis empire 
depended on appeafing the offended deities 
by their blood. They were therefore feized 
in their own palace, and orders were give 
from the emperor himfelf, that they fhould 
recant their opisions, or fudfer the punith- 
meat which the magiltrates, in fuch cafes, 
were enpowered to decree. It was in vain 
that the unhappy family remonftrated, that 
they had long faithfully ferved their entpe- 
ror and country, whea they were moft wants 
ed, and that it was hard now to condemallit 
them for opinions they had before profeffed 
with opennefs and impunity; ritey enlarged 
on the favors they received from Nerva, and 
entreated at lealt tobe refcued from the 
refentment of the prigftood, and that if they 
mot fall, that ic mighte by the judementof 
a fecular tribunal. Upon this the emperor’s 
orders were difparched to Publius, who was 
then governor of Rome, to fee the jodz- 
ment executed without feverity: But Pa 
blius himfelf wag of rhe number of thelist 
who ftill adhered to the barbarous wor ® 
eftablifhed by law, and was one of tema 
zzalons perfecutors of the Chriftians that 
had ever been known before. He therefore 
called the Chriftian family into his preleneg, 
and.began with the mothen,: 
venty-three, imagining that it he could prin 
her, the example would inflrence het fons, 
at the fame time hoping that maternal ten 
dernets would induce her tu cha ge her opi- 
nions, merely co fecure her children. He 
therefore addrcffed her in the language of 
an able orator; laid before her the number- 
lefs advantages that wouldrefult to Ser upon 
her abjuring of Chriftianitv; talked largely 
of the religion of her anceftors, by which 
they had grovtn into power and fame, and 
difplayed the™l] confequences that would-be 
the refult if Chriftianity fhould prevails But” 
to thofe reton{trances Feliciras anfwered, 
‘© Thar the had learned the truths of her re- 
ligion from her very infancy, of which Gs 
wis thoroughly convinced, and to recadt 
them now, would only be giving the lie to 
her profeffions. Sie knewg fhe faid all that 
could be urged againft her, aad. was prepared 
to receive it. Her anceftors, fhe told him, 
had many of them died for theit country, 
but fhe was determined to be greater fill, 
and die for her God.” 

The magiitrate now began to change his 
language, and let her underttand the tortures 
that were prepared in cafe fhe fhould refule: 
But Felicitas with a look of the utmoft in- 
trepidity, regarding her children that ftood 


round het, replied, ** that the had feven {offes 


who were not terrified when furrounded 


with dangers, and that the would fhew her- 
felf worthy to be their mother.”’ Publius 
furprized at the refolution of her reply, en- 
deavoured to bring het to compliance, by 
obicsviog, that though fhe had no con‘idcr- 
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ation for her ownfife, yet he fioped the 
would have fome tendernefs for the lives of 


her children. To which fhe anfwered, 


‘‘ that life and death were things but of 


{mall confequence in her eflimation, and that 
whether her children lived or died, fhe hop- 


ed they would behave like profeffors of 


Chriftianity, like foldiers, and like men.”

*¢ Tfolicited him to deparr; L urged him 
to withdraw from fo affecting a feene. 
Sternly did he turn his eyes on me, and 
feemed petrified tothe fpot. In vain did I 
reafon on the neceflary confequences of war; 
thatit was no premeditated ernelty, but one 
of thofe cafual misfortunes that even the ci- 
vil tranfu€tions of life are often chequered 
with. 

‘© Where is your reafon, your manhood, 
my boy? Shalla foldier be overcome with 
weak womamfh feelings? For fhame! For 


mult make up their minds to calamities like 
thefe. Away! Your countrymen will ridi- 
cule your want of firmnets; and the laurels 
which you have hitherto acquired, will ou- 
ly ferve to point you out as a more con{picu- 
ous infance of effeminacy. 

‘ Ltook him by the arm to draw him

‘** Some little time before he expired, he 
had fafhioned one of the young women iwto 
his wife; and flarting up in bed, curfing the 
war that had fhatehed her away from him, 
he fixed his eyes ghaftly upon me, which E 
readily tranflated into a remonftrance for be-
